Abound Alone (No Tank Mix)

Add 2-% of the required amount of water to the spray or mixing tank.

With the agitator running, add Abound to the tank.

Continue agitation while adding the remainder of the water.

Begin application of the spray solution after Abound has completely dispersed into
the mix water.

Maintain agitation until all of the mixture has been sprayed.
